The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In a phone 
interview conducted on 8/1 1/04 the Kieval et al. '048 and Zabara '282 patents as well as 
the Hill et al. Patent Publication '549 were discussed in depth. It was agreed that the 
Kieval reference did not affect heart contractility, however the Examiner argued that 
Both Zabara and Hill et al. would inherently, by stimulating the ganglion, "affect" 
contractility, especially since Hill et al. monitored dP/dV, which is known in the art to be 
related to contractility. It was agreed that since neither reference actually intended to 
treat heart contractility, changing the word "affecting" to - - treating - - would serve to 
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define over the art of record, since any affect brought on by their stimulation would not 
be intentional or monitored to adjust the stimulation parameter as claimed. Any 
comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.
